The following constitutes the reasons for this &t the purposes which are sought to be
accomplished thereby:

LB 991 would allow for a permit to be purchaseawalhg a farmer or rancher to haul hay loads
up to sixteen feet high and fifty-nine and one-liedft long. The permit would be valid for one
year and all funds will go toward the Highway Trésind. Such permits will allow Nebraska to
keep up with the exceptions of neighboring staad, make business more efficient when
hauling across state lines.

LB 991 also includes drop deck trailers in the mi@bn of “livestock forage vehicle.”

Oftentimes drop deck trailers are used for hautiag, and therefore should be included in the
definition.
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
